Press Attacks Kitchener. 


One of the most remarkable meas- 


ures of the ministerial crisis in Greati 
Britain at the present moment la than 
sudden outbreak, more or lesn severe,, 
of newspaper attacks upon Field Mar-i 
shal Earl Kitchener, the British sec- 
retaiy of war, who at the outbreak oi. 
the war was the nation's military idol' 
and loudly proclaimed by some news- 
papers as the only man in the country; 
for the position of secretary of war. 


The Daily Mail and other newispa- 


pers under the same ownership havo, 
been most violent in these attacks, 
even going so far as to call into ques- 
tion the military genius of. the field 
marshal. 
The Daily Mail says: 


"It never has been pretended that 


Kitchener is a soldier, in the senaa 
that Field Marshal Sir John Freacl* 
la a. soldier. Kitchener is a gatherer 
of men and a very fine gatherer too. 
but he is recorded in ihe South Afri- 
can war s.s a 
fighting 
general, im 
which role, apart from his excellent! 
organizing works as chief of staff, h<x 
was not brilliant. 
"Nothing in Kitchener's experience 
suggested that, he has the qualiBca-

Blamed for Using Shrapnel. 


Proceeding to accuse Lord Kitchen- 
er of having ordered the wrong kind!

Governor Phillpp 8lfin« Bill Which

Phillpp signed the 
Baxter bill last 
night providing for the semi-monthly 
payment of wages by all corporations 
and enterprises, except those engaged 
in logging and lumbering operations, 
or in circuses or other traveling 
shows. The bill is a copy of the law 
recently enacted in Iowa. The rail- 
road companies opposed the bill be- 
fore the committees claiming that it. 
would lose upwards of $25,000 addi- 
tional annually. The bill further pro- 
vides that any employe who is ab- 
sent at the time for payment or for 
e teason 
B not Pa'd at the 


or her employment or 
therefrom shall be paid

with a. perfect heart.—Ps. 101:2. 


1. This PsaJm indicates that it was 


•written at some remarkable period In 


t h e 
Psalmist's 


life, 
w h e n 
It 


Boomed more than 
ever 
Incumbent 


on him to lead a 
life 
of personal 


holiness. 
It has 


sometimes b e e n 
called "The Psalm 
of Pious Resolu- 
tions," because in 
its eight verses it 
contains no lens 
than nine "wills" 
and five "shalls." 
It has also been 
c a l l e d 
"The 


H o u s e holder's 
Psalm," 
because 


it refers to the author's life in his 
home. To bo sure the homo Is a roy- 
al court, and yet the principles which 
should govern there should govern in 
a humbler sphere. 


2. The text suggests tho thought of 


Family Religion, and the opening of 
the New Year is a good time to make 
our resolves In regard to it. The Im- 
portance oC the family in the redemp- 
tion scheme is seen In this—that of 
the three fundamental agencies to re- 
form and save the world, thei family 
comes before either the church or tho 
state, for without It neither of them 
could survive. 
And then, too, the 


family is the place where our true 
character in exhibited and our most 
potent Influence is exercised. 


3. The t<!xt suggests at least two 


things that will be true of the home 
wherein each one seeks to walk "with 
a perfect heart." First, it will have 
a family altar. Even tho heathen have 
their household gods representing the 
deities they worship, and surely -we 
who know tho true God should have 
some acknowledgment of him in our 
homes. But the family altar can only 
be sustained where tho true Christian 
life is lived behind it. The odor of true 
piety manifests itself, not only in 
words, but in looks ana tones and In 
tho general 
atmosphere 
pervading 


everything nnd predominating over it. 


4. We should note particularly that 


family religion Is a personal matter. 
The Psalmist says: 
" T will walk 


within my house with a portent heart." 
The husband cannot throw this re- 
sponsibility upon his wife and relieve 
himself of it, nor vice versa. 
It Is 


the obligation of parents no loss than 
children, and of children no less than 
parenta. nut it is very dear that'if 
the resolution is to be carried out on 
the part of any or all, tho strength to 
do It must bo looked for only from the 
Lord. 
We must do what David did 


even before he gave utterance to his 
vow, when he exclaimed, "Oh, when 
wilt thou come unto me?" 
It is only 


as God comes unto us, as he nils us 
with his Holy Spirit through our faith 
in Christ, that we can be so Instruct- 
ed and .sanctified and quickened as to 
discharge this solemn duty. 
Let us 


then seok Mm in a new sense and 
with renewed consecration at the be- 
ginning of this year, that dwelling In 
us 
individually in power, ha 
may 


dwell in our households.
